PORTERVILLE — Annual 
bombardment one-half hour 
before sunrise next Wednesday, 
September 1, will signal the 
Opening of another dove season - 
something most farmers look 
forward to with much less than 
enthusiasm while hunters - locals 
and the southern California 
crowd - move out with great 
enthusiasm, sometimes 
stimulated by certain products 
of the farm. 

Fair to good prospects. are 
predicted in Tulare, Fresno and 
Kern counties by Department of 
Fish and Game officials, who 
also say that prime hunting 
should be found in the Palo 
Verde valley along the Colorado 
river and in Imperial county. 

This. year’s split season, 
continues through Thursday, 
Sept. 30, then reopens Saturday, 
Nov. 20, and runs through 
Sunday, Dec. 5. Daily bag and 
possession limit is 10 birds, with 
20 allowed in the bag after 
opening day. 

Returns from the 
department’s huntes survey this 
year showed that an estimated 
4.1 million doves were bagged in 
1975. Leading counties in 
numbers of doves taken were 
Imperial, Fresno, Kern, Tulare, 
Riverside, Merced, San Diego, 
San Bernardino, San Joaquin 
and Kings in that order. There 
were about 236,600 dove 
hunters in the state.

VISALIA — A variety of 
crops are coming on in Tulare 
county according to report from 
the office of Agricultural 
Commissioner Clyde R. 
Churchill for the week ending 
August 21. 

Grain harvesters are still 
working in some of the late grain 
fields.

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Attorney General Younger To Argue 


Constitutionality Of Death Penalty 


MADERA -— State Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger said 
here yesterday his office will 
shortly argue the 
constitutionality of the 
California death penalty statute 
before the California Supreme 
court. 

Speaking to police chiefs and 
sheriffs from Madera, Fresno, 
Kern, Kings, Merced, Tulare and 
Mariposa counties at the Elks 
lodge, he observed that the U.S. 
Supreme court recently ruled 
that the death penalty was 
constitutional, but “the opinion 
did leave some unanswered 
questions regarding California’s 
death penalty law.” 

The court held that a death 
penalty statute was 
unconstitutional if it did not 
allow the jury or judge the 
discretion to consider mitigating 
circumstances. 

“Just four years ago,” he 
continued, ‘‘the court said in the 
case of Furman v. Georgia that 
death penalty statutes which 
gave the judge or jury discretion 
to not impose the death penalty 
unconstitutional.” 

Younger said his office is 
“currently preparing to argue

before the California Supreme 
court that our (death penalty) 
statute does contain sufficient 
discretion despite its basically 
mandatory nature.” 

Younger also remarked that 
the argument before the 
California Supreme court will 
raise “‘other issues, such as the 
constitutuionality at the State 
level of capital punishment. 

“We anticipate that by early 
next year we should have a 
decision from the State Supreme 
Court as to the viability of our 
death penalty statute. 

“At that time we will either 
go ahead and impose the 
sentences which have been 
upheld, or if the California 
Supreme court fails to uphold 
the constitutionality of the 
death penalty in California, we 
will go back to the people and to 
the Legislature to re-enact a 
death penalty statute that will 
meet both federal and State 
constitutional objections.”

STRIKES - A NATURAL 
PHENOMENA? 

“Somehow the theory has 
developed, in recent years, that 
the sole purpose of a strike is to 
inform the public - politely, of 
course, - that a labor dispute 
exists. Nonsense! The purpose of 
a strike is to stop production 
long enough to force the em- 
ployér to accept the union’s de- 
mands or at least, negotiate 
them. A strike represents overt 
economic pressure, a_ strike 
means a struggle is taking place 
between the union and the em- 
ployer. Quite often, both sides 
get hurt and generally, the pub- 
lic gets hurt too.” These are the 
words of a noted syndicated 
columnist in an article devoted 
to making a case in defense of 
the recent cannery strike. 

The writer went on to say, 
“Obviously some strikes like 
that of the cannery workers, can 
seriously affect the profits of the 
growers and cannery owners. 
But that is one of the risks in 
agriculture like floods, drought 
and other natural phenomena.” 

Upon analysis, the colum- 
nist’s philosophy breaks down 
because, while it is true that 
strikes are not something new 
and that there probably will be 
more in the future, they cannot 
be considered a “natural phe- 
nomena.” Strikes are caused by 
people who have failed to work 
out their differences. Often they 
are man-made disasters. 


GROWERS CAUGHT 
IN MIDDLE 

Most growers have learned 
to accept the concept of the 
worker’s right to withhold 
services if a reasonable agree- 
ment cannot be reached be- 
tween themselves and their em- 
ployers. The point in the recent 
cannery strike that the colum- 
nist seems to have missed, 
along with much of the gener- 
al public is that the growers were 
not at the bargaining table. 
They were caught in the middle. 
As one grower put it, “Held hos- 
tage between the canneries and 
cannery workers and wound up 
principal victim even though 
they were not directly a party 
to the strike.”

There must be a way of re- 
solving disputes between striking 
workers and employers without 
inflicting immense damage to 
growers, workers and the con- 
suming public. The eleven day 
cannery strike is estimated to 
have caused $150 million in 
economic loss to this state. This 
loss will be reflected in substan- 
tial increased costs of certain 
canned fruits and tomatoes. 


PROTECT THE PUBLIC 

The most obvious solution to 
the dilemma of strikes at harvest 
time would be for the. parties 
affected to sit down and work 
out reasonable alternatives. But 
this strategy is not acceptable to 
the unions concerned. They will 
fight any attempt to force them 
to give up what they consider to 
be their strongest weapon...har- 
vest time strikes. However, it is 
in the best interest of all Califor- 
nians that we develop proce- 
dures in the law which will pro- 
vide protection to all parties af- 
fected by the strikes. To this 
end, the California Board of 
Food and Agriculture has asked 
Governor Brown to “seek cre- 
ative alternative means of set- 
tling labor negotiations with fair- 
ness to all in a manner which 
will prevent interruptions in the 
orderly flow of food from Cali- 
fornia’s farmer to consumer.” 

Growers must be given some 
encouragement—some assurance 
that when they have produced a 
crop they will have a chance to 
harvest it and send it on for pro- 
cessing. Many growers already, 
along with their bankers, are tak- 
ing a hard look at their cropping 
patterns. Production and _ real 
estate loans are not forgotten 
just because farmers don’t have 
money to pay off their lenders. 
We most certainly will see those 
that have the flexibility, shifting 
to crops that are not perishable 
and do not require processing. 


REALISTIC COMMON SENSE 

If this cropping shift does 
occur, the farm workers involved 
in picking, preparing and trans- 
porting crops to the canneries 
will suffer right along with the 
cannery workers. Millions of 
dollars will be lost in wages and 
consumers will pay more for 
food. 

With the power of the unions 
that we see in the current legisla- 
ture, it is unrealistic to think 
that agriculture can obtain legis- 
lation that will prohibit all har- 
vest time strikes. But at the very 
least, a common sense mechan- 
ism must be established that 
will, by law, insure that growers 
are never caught in the middle 
again.

tax revenue developed by other 
new businesses along the route 
to Mineral King. 

He said ‘‘We believe in 
balanced land use development 
for benefit of the public,” and 
said that development of Mineral 
King under the protective 
restrictions provided for by the 
Forest service, by laws, and by 
Disney policy, the area would be 
improved and protected far 
more than it is now while 
making it available for use by 
the public. 

Present plan now calls for 
access by road; cars would not 
be allowed in Mineral King 
valley but would be held in a 
parking area about a 
mile-and-a-half away, and over a 
10-year period facilities would 
be developed in three locations. 

Hicks said that if Mineral 
King development is to become 
a reality, Congressmen and 
Senators in Washington must be 
convinced, that half of the 
nation’s Congressmen 
automatically oppose any 
project for development of 
public lands. 

He said letters are effective, 
but that a stronger effort is 
neéded - a personal and positive 
contact with Congressmen by 
the people in the district they 
represent and who elect them. 

Disney Productions, Hicks 
said, has no financial problems 
in financing Mineral King 
Development and also 
Independence Lake development 
north of Lake Tahoe. 

John Leasure, supervisor of 
the Sequoia National forest in 
which the Mineral King area is 
located, said that final 
environmental impact report was 
completed last January and is 
now being checked in 
Washington. He said that 
approval of the report is 
expected within the next few 
weeks, then the Mineral King 
development case will go back 
into federal court in San 
Francisco. 

Another two years in court 
can be anticipated, he said, 
another three years if the case 
again goes to the U.S. Supreme 
court. 

Don Simpson, representing 
the Far West Ski association, 
said that with 2,000,000 acres 
now under wilderness

only 25-30,000 acres have been 
developed for skiing - about one 
percent of wilderness area; he 
said that if suitable ski areas 
were developed, the total would 
still be only two per cent, but 
California has as many skiers as 
it has people who use the 
wilderness areas. 

He said that he is interested 
in both the Ski organizations 
and the Sierra club, then stated 
that public policy should not be 
to do nothing but to limit 
environmental impact to a 
minimum without unnecessary 
impact. 

He said that skiing enthusiasts 
are entitled to the use of public 
land just as are other groups; he 
pointed out that everything that 
is done in the way of 
development - or “even getting 
into your car and driving away 
from this meeting” has some 
impact on the environment.
